The Act defines museums 
broadly to allow the agency to

The Museum Services Act 
authorizes the Director of the 
Institute to make grants follow 
ing the policy direction of the 
National Museum Services 
Board.

| serves a term of five years 


and the Board meets three 
times each year. 

Today museums’ service to 
the public has increased. Muse- 
ums host approximately 600 
million visitors annually, three 
times the amount reported in 
the 1969 Belmont Report. 
Museums’ contributions as cen- 
ters of learning have grown, 
and millions of Americans 
deperid on them to provide a 
wide range of educational ser- 
vices for school children, adults, 
teachers and families. Museums 
care for the artistic, historical 
and scientific collections that 
represent our cultural heritage. 
They are uniquely financed 
educational institutions; without 
charging tuition they provicle 
lifelong educational services 
to all segments of the public. 
Their economic health depends 
upon creatively maintaining 
a balance of public, private and 
museum generated 
funding sources. 


Programs 
Since 1978 the National 


Museum Services Board fas 
confirmed that the Institute 
could best serve museums of 
all disciplines and budget sizes 


through offering competitive 
awards for general operating 
support based on the overall 
vitality of the institution. The 

General Operating Support 

award serves to promote 


professional standards of 


museum operations and is 


an achievement that assists 


| museums in leveraging private 


funds. Museum directors often 
report that support for oper- 
ations is the most difficult 
type of assistance to raise 
and the National Museum 
Services Board has continually 
reaffirmed that providing 
assistance for fundamental 
operating expenses is the 
best way to assist museums 
in carrying out their valuable 
educational role. 

In 1981 the IMS made 
its first Museun Assessment 
Program awards. The program 
is designed to help museums 
achieve professional museum 
standards. Application and 
reporting requirements are 
kept as uncomplicated as 
possible to provide an easily 
accessible source of direction 
and sound advice for srnall 
institutions. Currently there 
are three MAP programs 
focusing on overall operations, 
collections management, and 


public service. 
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History and Overview continued 


In 1984, Congress appro- 
priated funds for IMS to study 
the conservation needs of 
museums. The study entitled 
Collections Management, 
Maintenance, and Conservation, 
conducted by the American 
Association of Museums in 
collaboration with the 
National Institute for the 
Conservation of Cultural 
Property, and with the coop- 
eration of the American 
Institute for Conservation, 
documented significant needs 
in this area and led to the IMS 
Conservation Project Support 
program. This competitive 
program emphasizes long- 
range planning to address 
conservation needs. The pro- 
gram design promotes institu- 
tional awareness of sound 
conservation care practices 
and contributes immensely to 
the safekeeping of our artistic, 
historic and scientific heritage. 

in 1988, the Professional 
Services Program was estab- 
lished to provide means for 
professional museum services 
organizations to undertake 
projects to benefit their 
memberships. 

In 1990, the Conservation 
Assessrnent Program was 


initiated to provide a simple 


mechanism for smail museums 
to begin the task of compre- 
hensive collections care. 

In 1992, the IMS National 
Needs Assessment of Small, 
Emerging, Minority, and Rural! 
Museums in the United States 
was published. The study found 
that 75 percent of the nation's 
museums are small and per- 
form the same basic activities 
as their larger counterparts, 
collecting, exhibiting and pro- 
viding educational programs, 
yet with very few and often 
unpaid staff. In many cases the 
museums are the only local 
cultural resource. In response, 
IMS developed the Technical 
Assistance Grants program to 
specifically address the needs 
identified in the study. The 
Study and the new program 
have been credited with 
increasing the quality and 
quantity of training opportuni- 
ties available for small muse- 
ums. The study was welcomed 
im Communities across the 
country to help focus private 
and public funding priorities on 
the needs of small institutions.

Board Resolution 
TT: institute of Museum 
Services was established 


by the Congress in 1976 “to 
encourage and assist muse- 
ums in their educational role.” 
Museums have the power to 
engage people of all ages and 
backgrounds in communities, 
towns and cities all across 
America. There are over 8,000 
museums in the United States 
and they provide lifelong 
learning opportunities for 
over 600 million visitors each 
year. They work closely with 
schools and are major centers 
of learning for family groups. 
IMS is unique in that it 
provides general operating 
support to the full range of

general operating expenses 
is continually cited as the most 


difficult to raise yet the most 
essential support a museum 
can receive. General Operating 
Support grants from the 
Institute of Museum Services 
are matched with |7 non- 
federal dollars for every dollar 
of federai money. These small 
grants have a significant lever- 
aging effect in two ways: they 
provide national recognition 
that attracts additional dollars 
to an individual museum and 
they raise the level of museum 
practice nationwide. 

The nation as a whole has 
a major stake in strengthening 
museums throughout the 
country. Museums are so 
crucial because they provide 
learning Opportunities in the 
sciences, art and humanities. 
There are museums in every 
area of the country, rural, 
urban and suburban, and their 
diversity is testament to the 
nchness of our country's cul- 
ture. The collections they hold 
are a vital part of our collec- 
tive national culture which is 
treasured today and into the 
future. Museums use their col- 
lections to provide ongoing 
public service to local schools, 
families and communities as 


well as provid.ng economic 
benefits through creating jobs 
and attracting tourists. 

Over 75 percent of the 
nation’s museums are small, 
with budgets under $250,000. 
These museums are often 
central to a communities’ 
sense of identity, they serve 
millions of youth, adults and 
families each year. Through its 
museum and conservation 
assessments, training programs, 
workshops, and support for 
museum-to-museum collabo- 
rations, IMS heips these muse- 
ums gain professional expertise 
to care for collections and 
improve public programming. 
Basic to all of these objectives 
is general operating support. 

Now more than ever, 
museums are essential to the 
public's need for productive 
learning opportunities beyond 
the schools. The Institute of 
Museum Services is playing a 
major catalytic role in advancing 
those learning opportunities 
the members of the Nationa! 
Museum Services Board 
respectfully request reautho- 
rization of the Institute of 
Museum Services.
